‘The treaty ie totake effect from March 
1856,allowing sore time for the Japanese 
tu get rid of their exclusiveness, and pre 
pare themselves for friendly relations with 
the United States. To the United Sinies 
belongs the honor of having made the first 
Treaty of Friendship and Amity, ever eo- 
tered into by Japan 

Upon the Commodere’s second visit t0 
the Tslands, he was informed by the au- 
horities that they were disposed to. give 
the President's letter the most favorable 
consideration. ‘They seemed remarkably 
conversant with the peculiarities of gov- 
eroment of the United States; knew all 
‘about the Mexican war, its objects, &e,
